|Confessed Red Says Hiss And SAYS HIGHWAYS 
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H id es From C ops; 
But Auto Moves Away 


Arthur Beamer, of Gettysburg and 
Hanover, was taken into custody by 
borough 
police Saturday 
evening 
about 8 o ’clock in a parking lot at 
the rear of the Adams House, Cham­ 
bersburg St., when a car drove out 
of the lot and disclosed Beamer 
stretched prone on the ground. He 
had been hiding under the auto. 
Police had 
been called 
to the 
Adams House because of a disturb­ 
ance and Beamer fled out the back 
door when the police entered the 
front. They were unable to locate 
him but a few minutes later as they 
drove in the alley with the police 
car, Beamer's “cover” drove away 
and they made the arrest. 


Beamer was taken to the Adams 
County Jail and on Sunday was re­ 
leased when he posted bond for a 
hearing today at 4:30 p m . before 
Justice of the Peace John H Base- 
hore on a charge of disorderly con­ 
duct filed by borough officers. 


Engaged 


“Ifs not the motor truck that’s 
wrong, ifs the inadequacy of our 
highways,” Thomas F. Robertson.

“Pennsylvania is suffering from 
inadequate highways,” Mr. Robert­ 
son 
asserted. 
"We 
have 
nearly 
3,000.000 motor vehicles competing 
for space on our roads. Many per­ 
sons blame the trucks for highway 
congestion. 
The motor truck is a 
necessary tool in our economy.” 
Mr. 
Robertson 
contended 
that 
“the railroads for years have built 
a barrier around Pennsylvania.” He 
said that "in this state the tandem 
axle load limit is 45,000 pounds, 
while in most other states it is 60,- 
000 pounds." 
Truckers Don’t Suffer 
“This.” he said, "becomes an im ­ 
pediment to the free movement of 
goods. This is true of the canners 
in Adams County and the m anu­ 
facturers in the entire state. It Is 
not the truckers who suffer, but the 
manufacturers and agriculture” 
Mr. Robertson criticized an offi­ 
cial 
of 
the 
State Association of 
Township Supervisors for what he 
claimed were anti-truck resolutions 
adopted by many county associa­ 
tions. 
“This official bulldozes through 
these county meetings these anti­ 
truck resolutions. 
These township 
supervisors are elected by you. The 
proper job of township official* is 
not to hinder or hamper any gToup, 
but to serve their counties with bet­ 
ter roads. 
Through the m achina­ 
tions of this quasi state official, reso­ 
lutions have been adopted detrimen-

WASHINGTON l.fl — Nathaniel 
Weyl, 
a confessed former Com­ 
m unist, said today Alger H iss w as 
a m em ber of the Communist party 
in 1933 in a unit com posed of var­ 
ious governm ent officials. 
Weyl said he him self w as a m em ­ 
ber of the unit and that it included 
a number of governm ent officials 
in the early depression years. 


Weyl. who said he was a Com­ 
m unist m em ber for five years, has 
been a governm ent econom ist in 
the past. He served overseas with 
the Am erican Army during World 
War II, and since leaving the Com­ 
m unist party he has held several 
governm ent posts. 


He detailed his Communist con­ 
nections in a copyrighted interview 
published in U. 8. New-s and World 
Report, a w eekly news m agazine 
Weyl said of the 1933 Communist 
unit in governm ent: 
“Strict Secrecy” 
“ It was a unit consisting entirely 
of men who w ere expected to have 
promising careers in the govern­ 
ment, organized com pletely inde­ 
pendently of the rest of the W ash­ 
ington Com m unists, and set up on 
a b a sis'of the strictest secrecy.’* 
While there w as nothing illegal 
then about governm ent officials be­ 
ing Comm unists, Weyl said m em ­ 
bers of the group “ all knew they 
were part of a revolutionary organ­ 
ization.” 
“They w ere there,” he added, 
“ because they believed in revolu­ 
tion. They thought the capitalistic 
system was dying and would have 
to change over to a socialist form 
of organization.” 
Weyl said he would guess roughly 


that Hiss attended between 35 and 
40 m eetings of the unit. Hiss is 
the former State Departm ent offi­ 
cial now serving a prison term for 
his conviction of lying when he 
denied giving secrets to a Red spy 
ring courier. 
Hiss Was Member 
Asked whether Hiss was a m em ­ 
ber of the Communist party, or just 
an underground m em ber at large, 
Weyl replied: 


“He was a mem ber of the party. 
Everyone who attended unit m eet­ 
ings was. No outsider or fellow 
traveler was ever adm itted.’’ 
Weyl, who has told his story 
to a congressional com m ittee, was 
asked in the present interview: 
“Do you feel there are many 
people, possibly som e liberals, in 
this country who still feel that 
Hiss is innocent?” 
“ I think today very few ,” Weyl 
replied “I think however that the 
conclusion they finally and reluc­ 
tantly reached about Hiss's guilt 
isn t going to prevent them from 
defending 
the 
next 
person 
who 
falls into the sam e situation. I am 
not referring to ordinary Commu­ 
nists or spies but to those Commu­ 
nists who have the gift of appearing 
to the general public as cham pions 
of liberalism .”

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TAFT TO FACE 
NEW TASK AS 
FLOOR LEADER

WASHINGTON IAP'—When he was 
Just another Republican senator, 
Sen. Taft had a luxury he can ’t 
take advantage of in his new posi­ 
tion of power and responsibility as 
Republican floor leader. 
Taft is a hard-working man. He’s 
also a sensitive one. In other years 
he could m ake a pronouncement 
and m arch off the floor without 
having to defend it or argue about 
it, if he didn t want to. 
And like any other senator in his 
position in the past. Le always 
had the privilege of walking out if I 
someone on the other side set out 
to pin his ears back and he didn t 
like the quality of the pins. 
Floor Leader Moat Stick 
Not so for the floor leader. He 
has to stick around even when the 
other side is trying to cave his roof 
in with brick-bats. He has the re ­ 
sponsibility of guiding through to 
final passage the legislation his 
adm inistration wants. 
Vice President Barkley, when he 
was a senator from Kentucky, and 
the late Sen. W herry of Nebraska 
didn’t seem to have much in com­ 
mon but both had a sense of humor 
which served them in good stead. 
Day after day, year after year, 
Barkley as floor leader of the 
Dem ocrats and W herry, in the 
same job for the Republicans, had 
to withstand some rough assaults. 
Anecdote* Helped 
When the going got to unpleas­ 
ant, Barkley could be p r e t t y 
rugged himself, although some of 
his best weapons were the endless 
supply of Kentucky anecdotes he 
could sprinkle around to put out a 
fire. 
Wherry had a great capacity for 
turn mg on indignation but he d id n t 
get the name of “M erry W herry” 
for nothing. But Sen. Taft is not 
noted for his humor. 
He's not the kind of man you’d 
refer to as “one of the boys.” He 
takes himself seriously. And no 
m atter whether you agree with the 
decisions he reaches after making 
up his mind, he puts great effort 
into making it up 
Going To Be Interesting 
If some other senators put half 
as much energy into their jobs, 
the Senate would no doubt be m ore 
informed and less drafty. 
But it will be interesting to see 
how 
the serious - minded Taft 
handles himself if the Democrats 
begin needling him in the hope he 
can’t take it and will make a move 
or statement they can turn against 
I lim.

NOTES ON INDOOR 
GERANIUMS 
Until Saintpaulias (African vio­ 
lets) took over first place in the 
affections of house plant growers, 
the 
old-fashioned 
geranium 
en­ 
joyed unusual prominence in in­ 
door gardens. Yet, despite decades 
of experience with this plant, few 
persons ever gain the full beau­ 
ties 
geranium s 
potentially 
offer 
In more than two-thirds of cases 
studied the specim ens were found 
tall, lanky, unsightly and without 
blooms. What are the keys to suc­ 
cess with geraniums? 


First 
among 
causes 
of 
“poor 
luck” with geranium s is the fac­ 
tor of tem peratures. Few succeed 
in tem peratures above 72 degrees; 
few fail in levels between 69 and 
72 degrees. Apparently the evils 
of high tem peratures are largely 
a m atter of dry air and not of 
tem perature 
alone. 
E m phasis 
•hould, 
therefore, 
be 
kept 
on 
m oist air. 
Steam 
and 
hot-water 
furnace 
heat is most beneficial for gera­ 
niums; stove and hot-air furnace 
heat to usually too dry to perm it 
the plants to thrive. 
To avoid plants growing tall and 
ungainly, 
with the 
lower 
leaves 
gradually falling off and the stalk 
becoming m ore and m ore rangy, 
growers 
should 
pinch 
back 
the 
longest shoots to stim ulate the for­ 
mation of a low. com pact, round 
plant 
head. 
The 
operation 
con­ 
sists of pinching or cutting off the 
tip of each shoot before it gets 
excessively tall or long. 
If this 
process is practiced when plants 
are passing through and slightly 
beyond 
the 
half-way 
stage 
of 
growth, they 
will 
certainly 
pro­ 
duce a bounty of blooms as their 
reward to the grower for proper 
care. 
When 
geranium s 
near 
full 
growth 
or 
blooming 
aire 
they 
should be slightly pot-bound. Sel­ 
dom 
should 
they occupy 
a 
pot 
larger than a 5-mch aire, even for 
the largest specim ens So long as 
the loots have space for extension 
the top will continue to produce 
foliage instead of flowers. Retard­ 
ing root growth by a slight bind­ 
ing discourages further leaf for­ 
mation and throws the p la n ts v ig ­ 
or into biossqms. Of course, as al­ 
ready mentioned, a plant allowed 
to grow tall and stark will not 
bloom regardless of how it is sub­ 
sequently 
treated 
Only 
round, 
com pact specimen* produced blos­ 
som s. 
* 
Geraniums are tun-loving plants. 
Bast. south and west windows are 
rscom m ended in the order nam ed 
Surveys indicate that 
m ost 
suc­ 
cesses occur in east windows. Per­ 
haps southern exposures find the 
■un* rave too hot in the m iddle 
of the day. 
Questionnaires mailed to m any 
growers show that fum es from gas 
stoves are injurious. The p ercent­ 
age of failures where gas was used 


for both heating and cooking was 
unusually high. The rate of sue-1 
cess where no gas was used at all 
was astonishing 


G eranium s need plenty ol m ois­ 
ture but should not be w atered by 
the injurious daily sprinkling h ab ­ 
it. W ater when m ore m oisture is 
needed. W ater in the morning, not 
in the afternoon or evening. Use 
w ater slightly 
above 
room 
te m ­ 
perature. not cold or cool. And do 
not expose newly w atered plants 
to hot sunshine. 


Experience indicates that 
gera­ 
niums “like to be left alone.” In 
other words, give them the atten ­ 
tion they need but 
do not 
turn, 
brush, shake or otherwise coddle 
them. Wash the foliage occasion­ 
ally with a m ist spray to rem ove 
dust from the leaves. 


Combate aphids, white flies and 
m ealybugs with Black Leaf 40 as 
a spray in soapy w ater before the 
pests become numerous. 


Do not place geranium s on or 
near radiators at any time. There 
are several improved sorts on the 
m arket in addition to the old sorts 
which 
A m ericans 
have 
so 
long 
grown, Of course, flower grow ers 
should learn to m ake g rea ter use 
of this ornam ental over su m m er 
in outdoor borders and beds.

GLO XINIA S? 
Despite the fact that African vi­ 
olets 
(Saintpaulias J 
have 
taken 
over undisputed first place In the 
present affections of window gar­ 
deners, the beautiful gloxinia, ac­ 
cording to opinions of many indoor 
plant growers, rem ains superior in 
foliage, flower, and ease of cul­ 
ture. Among the newer improved 
nam ed 
sorts 
are 
blossom s 
that 
m easure 
three 
to 
five 
inches 
across, with a range of am azing 
colors from pure white to dark 
blue 
through 
reds, 
purples 
and 
variegated shadings, 
It 
is 
true 
that 
gloxinias 
are 
som ewhat exacting in their soil, 
tem perature and humidity require­ 
ments. But so is the African vio­ 
let and alm ost all other indoor 
plants worth their culture. Ther* 
seem s to be an established ratio 
between dem ands for care and the 
reward in fohaire and flower 
Gloxinias m ay be grown from 
bulbs, seed, and leaf cuttings. Ii 
is advisable for beginners to start 
with 
bulbs and then after thev 
learn 
to 
adjust 
environments 
to 
suit the plant they m ay begin to 
experim ent with growth by seed 
and cuttings One major advantage 
in growing this plant from seed is 
found in the m arvelous array of 
flower colors and forms likely to 
em erge 
Thereafter 
th* 
m ore 
worthy m em bers will com e tru^ 
when propagated by cuttings. 
Bulbs perm it use over and ove: 
for m any years sim ply by resting 
them for a few' weeks to three or 
lour 
months, 
each 
year 
after 
blooms fade and foliage begins to 


m ature. A cool, dark cellar is an 
ideal resting place. 
The generally preferred tim e to 
pot bulbs is in early J a n u a ry on 
until late M arch or early April. Al­ 
ways buy the largest bulbs pro­ 
curable, say successful growers. 
Pot them one to a 5-inch pot, which 
the tip barely showing through the 
soil after a thorough w atering to 
settle the soil.

David 
E i s e n h o w e r was th e Intense pacifism of his parents. By religious convic­ 
tions. as mem bers of the Mennonite sect known as B reth ren in Christ, both David 
a n d Ida Eisenhower were militantly opposed to war. 
T h e ancestors of both Eisenhowers h a d come originally from G erm an y and then 
migrated 
Sweden, 
Holland and 
finally, aroun d 1730. to America. The Bible 
was read frequently in th e general s boyhood horn**. Self-reliance an d self-denial 
were stressed. T hough they were poor in money, the Eisenhowers were rich in 
faith. 
T h e third of seven sons (one died in early childhood) Dwight was born in D eni­ 
son. Tex., where his f a t h e r worked briefly in the railroad yards. After two years, 
the family return ed to Abilene, Kans, w here the ge neral’s fa ther had difficulty 
m aking ends meet as owner of a m erchandis e store and later as a mechanic 
in th e creamery. 


The Eisenhower boys grew up in a small white fram e house on the wrong side 
of the tracks. l ike his brothers. Ike sometimes had 
to wear his m othe r’s high- 
button shoes to school. I.ike them, he hunted, fished an d swam in a muddy creek 
but also worked hard at various Jobs. 
The family raised crops to be sold on the wealthier side of town. Young Ike 
was frequently seen carry in 
his corn a n d cucumbers to housewives. 
But like most boy*, he man age d to get 
into fights an d showed a greater 
in ­ 
terest in sports then studies. His high school academic record was spotty, 
but 
Ike lettered in both football, 
as an end, 
an d in baseball, a s An outfielder. 
In 
the hot, dusty prairie town of Abilene, Ike was regarded as a promising athlete. 
For a year after graduation from h ig h 
school.

baseball an d worked at odd jobs. He fired furnaces, loaded wagons and worked 
the night shift as an engineer and fireman at the c r e a m e r v Ile

A Bit Of History About 
Your Own Adams County 


This is the 42nd in a aeries of 
historical talks given over Radio 
Station WGET by Dr. Robert For- 
tenbaugh, Adeline Sager professor 
of history at G ettysburg College, 
on some of the outstanding events 
and interesting episodes in the de­ 
velopment of Adam s County. 


On Decem ber 3, 1863, there was 
organized in G ettysburg the Ad­ 
am s County Anti-Slavery Society. 
Although opinion 
in 
the county 
about the 1830s on the question of 
negro slavery was very much di­ 
vided. 
generally speaking, 
from 
several 
practical 
considerations, 
the question was not m uch agi­ 
tated, 
at least 
publicly. 
True, 
there began about this tim e an 
active promotion of the work of the 
Underground R ailroad by which 
escaping slaves w ere helped to 
freedom, and there were individ­ 
uals who had very strong anti­ 
slavery opinions, which, both by 
word and deed, they undertook to 
express without reservation. 
Yet it rem ains th at only in the 
1830s was there any im portant ef­ 
fort to organize and prom ote anti­ 
slavery activities. Those who led 
in this m ovem ent were those who 
held 
most 
extrem e 
anti-slavery 
views, and w ere called Abolition­ 
ists. Their view was that hum an 
slavery was im m oral, contrary to 
the principles of the D eclaration 
of Independence, which held all 
men to be free and equal and en­ 
dowed by their C reator with cer­ 
tain 
inalienable 
rights, 
among 
which are life, liberty and the pur­ 
suit of happiness, $nd therefore 
ought to be totally and instantly 
abolished. 
“ Men Of Steel” 
Discussing the 
abolitionist* of 
Adams County of the 1830s, J. 
Howard W ert says: 
“ To be an 
abolitionist at that tim e required 
courage, and sm all coteries of that 
belief in G ettysburg and vicinity, 
in the York Springs district, and 
in Menallen Twp. were men of 
steel, in adherence to their prin­ 
ciples, and who had the courage 
of their convictions.” 
As early as 1834 a few m en of 
intense 
feeling on 
this question 
got together for private meetings 
for private m eetings for discussion 
and m utual encouragem ent. Such 
m eetings are known to have been 
held at York Springs, Bendersville, 
Gettysburg and other places. For 
several years this group elected 
delegates to represent them in the 
anti-slavery convention then being I 
held annually in H arrisburg. 
The first m eeting which seem s 
to have received public notice was 
held at the grist mill of Jam es 
McAllister on Rock Creek, located 
about two m iles southeast of Get­ 
tysburg. The Compiler for July 12. 
1836, reported this meeting as fol­ 
lows : 
Adopt 14 Resolutions 
“ On Monday, the 4th day of July. 
1836, the 60th anniversary of Am er­ 
ican independence, a num ber of 
freem an of Adam s County. Pa. m et 
at M cAllister’s Mill in Cumberland 
Twp. to celebrate the day. Jam es 
McAllister Jr. was called to the 
chair 
and 
W illiam 
Young 
and 
Adam Wert appointed secretaries. 
Fourteen resolutions were form u­ 
lated and adopted ” 
Jam es McAllister Jr. was the 
proprietor of the mill, being then 
51 years old and to become well- j 
known in these parts not only as 
a vigorous abolitionist but also as 
the operator of one of the m ost 
im portant stations on the under­ 
ground railroad at his mill. Adam 
Wert was the lather of J. Howard 
Wert, who has preserved so much 
of the lore of Adams County. Wil­ 
liam Young was one of the leaders 
among 
the 
radical 
anti-slavery 
men. 
In the 14 resolutions the words 


of 8t. Paul, the D eclaration of In­ 
dependence, and assertion of their 
faith 
In the 
protection 
of 
God 
form ed the basis for asserting and 
advocating 
(I) 
the 
abolition 
of 
slavery in the D istrict of Colum­ 
bia; 
(2) 
election 
of 
candidates 
supporting this purpose: 
(3) the 
right of each citizen to exam ine 
the 
Constitution 
of 
the 
United 
States and advocate changes; (4) 
the necessity for all freem en to 
express their opinions freely; (5) 
the suprem acy of God over the 
Constitution, and (6) their own de­ 
term ination to speak their m inds. 
In harm ony with this last expres­ 
sion, they resolved th a t these pro­ 
ceedings should be published in the 
county newspapers. 
Hold Public Meeting 
Growing in boldness this sm all 
group decided to call 
a 
public 
m eeting to be held at Two T averns 
on Saturday. Septem ber 17. 1836, 
to which it invited all freemen op­ 
posed #to slavery. 
This 
m eeting 
w as organized by appointing Rob­ 
e rt Young, president; Andrew Lit­ 
tle and Cornelius Houghteling, vice 
presidents, and Josiah Benner, sec­ 
retary. 
Adam Wert offered a series of 
lengthy 
resolutions 
which. 
after 
som e 
discussion, 
w ere 
adopted 
without a dissenting vote. There 
w ere again 14 resolutions, as at the 
4th of July m eeting, but while of 
the sam e tenor, were not the sam e. 
The first two resolutions, exalted 
free discussion of public questions 
and condemned efforts to suppress 
It. The third resolution stated: 
“Obey God” 
“ The holding and selling of hu­ 
m an 
beings 
is 
not 
doing 
unto 
others as we wish they should do 
unto us, and therefore, the institu­ 
tion of slavery is a direct and con­ 
stan t violation of the grand rule 
of hum an conduct, which is the 
essence of the Divine Law, and 
which has 
been 
so clearly ex­ 
pressed by Him who is the Pow er 


of God and the wisdom of God.’ ” 
The fourth is an application of 
the third, and the fifth stated: 
“We ought to obey God rath er 
than man. . . Therefore discard­ 
ing the fears of men, relying up­ 
on Divine Providence . . . hence­ 
forth we will employ our m oral 
influence and our political power 
to relieve the oppressed and to 
support 
the 
cause 
of 
hum an 
rights.” 
The sixth and seventh resolu­ 
tions recall the warnings of Thom ­ 
as Jefferson and express the view 
that there is a higher law than 
the Constitution, while the eighth 
invokes the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence to show that slavery is 
irreconcilable with American prin­ 
ciples, 
and 
the 
ninth calls 
for 
practical recognition of the great 
deal, “ All m en are created equal.” 
The tenth, eleventh and twelfth 
called for support of a candidate 
for Congress who will vote for the 
abolition of slavery and of the 
slave trade in the District of Col­ 
umbia. The thirteenth resolution 
says: 
“ We have been governed long 
enough by appeals to our fears. 
We now Indulge the hope that time 
for this sort of thing has passed 
away and will never again be ap­ 
pealed to by any of the freem en 
of Pennsylvania.” 
Extend Activities 
The 
fourteenth 
resolution 
pro­ 
vided for a Committee of corre­ 
spondence to ascertain and publish 
opinions of congressional candidates 
on the question of slavery in the 
D istrict of Columbia, and to cor­ 
respond with persons in other parts 
of the country in regard to m eet­ 
ings to perfect the political organ­ 
ization.

out a dissenting vote. It rr'g h t have 
been that the standing »iid vigor 
of the leaders of the m o v em en t; 
was so high and so strong that 


objection was futile where they had 
control of the situation. More ex­ 
citem ent was to com e at the De­ 
cem ber meeting to which we now 
turn our attention. 
The labors of the com m ittee of 
correspondence appointed at the 
Two Taverns m eeting bore fruit in 
interesting other persons in other j 
parts of the county. It should be 
rem em bered that the Two Taverns 
m eeting was local in its signifi­ 
cance. Now a county anti-slavery 
m eeting was called to m eet in G et­ 
tysburg. 
Long 
heralded 
in 
the 
newspapers, the G ettysburg m eet­ 
ing attracted a great crowd to the 
old 
Court House 
in 
the center 
square, where the proceedings be­ 
gan at I p.m. on Saturday, De­ 
cem ber 3, 1836. 
Many, Opposed More 
Jam es McAllister was called to 
the chair. Col. M. C. Clarkson and j 
Robert Young u'erc elected vice 
presidents and R. W 
Middleton 
and Hezekiah Houghteling Jr. sec­ 
retaries. This was according to the 
arranged program , and went off 
without difficulty, but that was the 
end 
of 
peace 
and 
quiet. 
The 
room was packed with a crowd 
in which there was literally no 
standing room and not all of those 
present were there as supporters 
of the purpose of the m eeting. In­ 
deed. there w ere m any present 
who were there to oppose and to 
m ake trouble. 
Gettysburg had at that tim e sev­ 
eral young lawyers of violent pro­ 
slavery views, and these did every­ 
thing in their power to arouse the 
fears of the local businessm en by 
telling them that overt anti-slavery 
agitation would ultim ately be the 
ruination of their business. Indeed, j 
one of the principal business ac­ 
tivities 
in 
the 
county 
was 
the 
m anufacture of c arn ag es which 
which were largely sold in th** 
south. 
Other- business connections with 
the 
south, 
especially 
M aryland, 
undoubtedly caused m any Adams 
Countian.* to suppress or conceal 
their feelings regarding slavery. 
In fact, this was generally true of 
m any persons throughout southern 
Pennsylvania, and particularly in 
Philadelphia.

prom oters of the m eeting, the sub­ 
stitute was adopted. Sensing that 
their 
m eeting 
had 
been 
taken 
away from them , the officers va­ 
cated their seats am id a derisive 
uproar and, accompanied by their 
supporters, retired to Mr. Clark- j 
son’s schoolhouse, w here they ad­ 
journed to m eet at 6 p.m. at the 
G ettysburg Academy. What did it 
all m ean?
